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DID  YOU  KNOW...? 


^  When  it  first  opened  in  1 867,  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  (M.  A.C.) 
boasted  five  faculty  and  thirty-three  students. 

%  The  first  greenhouses  were  built  in  1 867  and  named  Durfee  Plant  Houses  for  Dr. 
Nathan  Durfee  who  donated  $10,000  for  their  construction. 

S  A  two-year  short  course  in  Practical  Agriculture  was  introduced  in  1 893,  but  due 
to  poor  organization,  it  was  discontinued  in  1 896.  However,  it  weis  re-established  in 
1918.  The  first  year  consisted  of  six  months  study  followed  by  six  months  of  farm 
practice.  The  second  year  was  nine  months  of  resident  study. 

^  Stockbridge  Hall  was  built  in  1914  and  dedicated  in  honor  of  Levi  Stockbridge  on 
October  29, 191 5  by  William  H.  Bowker. 

•^  The  first  yearbook  was  published  by  the  Class  of  1921 .  It  was  called  the 
SHORTHORN,  a  nickname  given  to  the  incoming  freshmen.  It  was  later  changed  to 
STOSAG  in  1958.  STOSAG  was  not  only  the  name  of  the  yearbook  but  was  also  the 
name  of  the  honor  society  for  the  school  from  1937  to  1962.  The  name  for  the  honor 
society  was  changed  in  1963  to  LEAR,  a  word  of  Celtic  origin  meaning  learning. 

■^  Costs  of  school  in  1 922  were. .  .free  tuition  to  Massachusetts 's  citizens,  $7/week 
for  board,  and  textbooks  &  stationary  ranged  fi-om  $24-$51/term. 

^  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  became  Massachusetts  State  College  in  1927. 

^  In  1928,  the  two-year  course  was  renamed  the  Stockbridge  School  of  Agriculture. 
Once  again  honoring  Levi  Stockbridge,  one  of  the  foimding  fathers,  professor,  and 
fifth  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College. 

^  "Terms"  were  changed  to  "semesters"  in  1933. 

^  Massachusetts  State  College  became  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  1947. 

^  The  Class  of  1961  was  the  first  to  receive  an  Associate  of  Science  degree  instead 
of  a  diploma. 

^  The  Stockbridge  School  seal  was  designed  by  Alice  A.  Tognini  '67  who 
submitted  her  idea  as  part  of  a  contest  judged  by  the  yearbook  editors  Calvin  T. 
Saulnier  '69  and  Paul  A.  Parent  '70.
